mats, admirals glittering with gold 
and officers of the army of which 
they 
are a part—Tied with each 


other .to do honor to the little group 
of sun-browned young men who wore 
but one bar n their shulders.

swiftly looming larger ,a band, played

30,000 cheering men and women who 
welcomed the fliers to native soil, 
one wihte haired figure in khaki and 
gold—Gen. Mason M. Patrick, chief 
of the army air service, the man who 
first dreamed of the world flight. He 
was the first to grasp tHe hands of 
the men who have winged their way 
around the earth and his eyes were 
moist when he told them how proud 
he was of their great performance.

Later they had occasion 
there to observe Mr. Charles Evans 
Hughes walking arm in arm with 
King George thru the beautiful pal- 
ace grounds. 


The fact, however, is disclosed 


that each of these three thousand 
American lawyers wore a silk hat 
and a frock coat at this reception. 
Because of this London stores sell- 
ing these articles of apparel ran 
short of stock. 


Nowadays in London a good silk 


hat costs $10, a good frock suit costs 
$100. 


Calculators estimate that purchas- 


es made by these three thousand 
lawyers in London, in making ready 
to go to the reception at Bucking- 
ham palace, expended approximate- 
ly $330,000. 


Mr. Hughes has been telling the 


world for more than three years that 
th'o America can have little to do 
with Europe in a political way, yet 
nothing should prevent the two hem- 
ispheres trading with one another. 
Now the American secretary of state 
squares those brave words with he- 
tols deeds. By reason of his exam- 
ple $330,000 is emptied into the pock- 
ets of London merchants. Not only 
is this ^commexcial transaction put 
over, but Mr. Hughes proves that the 
average American citizen can come 
up with an old world sovereign anc 
walk arm in arm with him thru 
royal palace without appreciable in 
jury to the declaration of independ 
ence, the constitution of the United 
States or the Monroe doctrine. 
. " Isolation," it seems, is not all the 
law and the prophets. 
Three thou- 


sand silk hats and 3,000 frock coats 
bought by Americans on the way to 
Buckingham palace for the occasion 
constitute evidence that internatioii 
al as well as individual life after all 
is an exchange of values, and that 
in this best of all possible worlds 
one needs to let go a little if he 
hopes to take in a great cjpal.

Attorney Points Oat to Supreme 


Court That It Overlooked the 


Really Vital Part of the 


Controversy. 


Application was made to the su- 


preme court Saturday for a rehear- 
ing of the case where that tribunal 
had affirmed a judgment for $10,000 
obtained in the Lancaster district 
court by Gussie E. Stocker against 
Harriet Stocker, for alienation ot the 
affections of her husband, T. P. R. 
Stocker, attorney of Lincoln. 


C. C. Flansburg, the defendant's 


attorney says that the vital question 
in the case is neither referred to in 
the opinion or decided by the court. 
He says the undisputed evidence is 
that up to the time that the wife left 
her home with the intention of re- 
turning there had been no cessation 
of their living together, and that as 
alienation is the actual termination 
of the consortium, the ending with- 
out intention of resuming the mar- 
riage relation, the essential proof of 
alienation was lacking. 
' It is pointed out thai it was not 
until after his wife had gone home 
for a visit she began to write letters 
indicating coldness and lack of affec- 
tion, did her husband begin to grow 
angry with» her, and that his affec- 
tions did not begin to want until she 
showed utter lack of respect for him. 
The evidence is, he says, that with- 
out protest she allowed her mother 
to tell him he did not have the man- 
hood of a louse and that he spent 
his money on his stenographers 


"And yet," he adds, "this court 


would impoverls h the 
husband's 


aged and widowed mother because 
her son resented and sought divorce 
from the slanderous and disloyal 
wife. 
What husband of spirit and 


self respect could or would permit a 
wife to mak£ such charges?" 
The various statements of the 


court Jn "the" opinion are taken up. 
and aissetted,"and the evia«nc«&.cited 
to show that they do not properly 
reflected the law as to alienation and 
contain elements that do not war- 
rant a recovery. 
The court disre- 


garded the testimony of the plaintiff 
herself that gives an unanswerable 
reason why no recovery can be had 
because they show that what the 
mother had done had not alienated 
the husband's affections. 


Mr. 
Flansburg 
challenges 
the 


statement of the 
court that if 


Stocker had due love for his wife he 
would have provided her with a 
home by saying this is no test of an 
alienation suit, and that it was in- 
disputably shown why his parents 
took in the young couple when the 
wife's wealthy parents contributed 
nothing. 
"How," he asks, "does the fact 


that Stocker kept carbon copies of 
his letters to his wife prove aliena- 
tion? Must a husband abandon the 
use of a typewriter under the penalty 
of the loss of the love of his wife, 
or, If he does so, is he thereby ren- 
dering his parents liable for dam- 
ages. The opinion refers to carbon 
copies, as always had been his cus- 
tom, 
but makes no reference to the 


statement of the wife that tbe letters 
were affectionate." 


"The opinion has not dealt with 


the undisputed facts in the record. 
It should now do so. We are not 
asking sympathy, but merely the ap- 
plication of established legal prin- 
ciples to the facts established."

General Lu Declares War Against

SHANGHAI, SepL 6.—Throwing 


artillery, machine guns, airplanes 
and shock troops into action, Gen. 
Chi Shieh Yuan launched a determ- 
ined drive across the Liu Ho battle- 
field today. The attack was aimed 
to capture the important Woosung 
torts which, guard the 
city of 


Shanghai.

General Lu Yung Hslang, defend- 


ing the city, called up reinforce- 
ments which had concentrated at 
Wang Chow, and resisted the assault 
stubbornly. 


LONDON, Sept. 6.—The powers 


have intervened in China, to the ex- 
tent of sharply warning the combat- 
ants that the battle before Shanghai 
must be kept within certain limits 
where the foreign colonies will not 
Times' Shanghai correspondent.

A note was dispatched to Gen. Chi

The Times correspondent also re- 


ports that General Lu, who is de- 
fending Shanghai against the attack- 
ing forces of General Chi, issued a 
lengthy 
manifesto 
declaring war 


against President Tsao Kun, of the 
Peking government. The manifesto 
denounced Tsao Kun as an "illegal 
president and arch-robber." 


This declaration, the correspond- 


ent says, is believed to be prelimi- 
nary to entrance of Chang Tsao Lin 
into the struggle. Chang, a powerful 
northern war lord, opposed to the 
present government at Pekin, would 
cause the present conflict to assume 
a most serious aspect. 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 6.—The foreign 


settlement of Shanghai was appre- 
hensive today, not because a direct 
attack by Chekiang troops was 
feared, but owing to the danger of 
armed, fugitive troops fleeing into 
the 
quarter if Lu Yung Hisnag's 


army should be defeated.

he would invest the J100 in stocks 
for the brewmaster. 
Bowden then 


reported to Maul that he had cleaned 
up $500,000, part of which would go 
to Maul just as soon as the latter 
showed his good faith by producing 
a large sum of money. Maul re- 
turned to Chicago, withdrew $60,000 
worth of securities and met Bowden 
in Cleveland. The securities were 
turned into cash. 
Then Parker popped up and joined

one Hans Herzl has turned Roman 
Catholic and been baptized in the 
dominican chapel. To realize

full significance of this it should be 
noted that Hans Herzl is the only 
son of the late Theodore Herzl who 
was the founder of modern Jewish 
Zionism and the prophet of what has 
been dsecribed as the grea f'Jewish 
revival." 
The son's baptism into 


Christianity took place just two days 
before the Jewish people all over the 
world were 
commemorating the 


twentieth anniversary 
of Herri's 


death. 


3.' Dispatches from Berlin record 


the astonishment felt there at the 
discovery that when, on August 12, 
Germany celebrated the anniversary 
of the Weimar constitution and the 
birth of the new German republic, 
the only one of the foreign em- 
bassies in Berlin which remembered 
to fly the republican flag was the so- 
viet embassy.

Hew Species of Wood Destroyers 


Damage Errand Island Homes. 
GRAND ISLAND, Neb., Sept. 6.— 


One resdience 
has already been 


damaged to the extent of over $1,000 
and 
another, 
across the street, 


attacked to such an extent that all 
of the window casing and sashes for 
the basement have had to be re- 
placed, by an insect new in this sec- 
tion known as "termines" or white 
ants. A two story residence, built 
some years ago and the residence of 
Samuel Huston, are the homes so far 
damaged. 


The ants gather 
or multiply by 


thousands, bore into the wood and 
before the danger is realized have 
eaten the wood fiber, leaving but a 
deceptive shell. All of the .window 
sills, the window cases, part -of the 
siding and the entire oak flooring of 
one house ^ ere thus destroyed and 
are being replaced. 


Inquiry into the history of the in- 


sect leads to the information that in 
1921 a house at Franklin, Neb-, and 
another at Holdrege were attacked 
by the pests. In 1922 a lumber 
yard in Harlan county had to be re- 
placed because of the pest. Last year 
the woodwork of a house in Pawnee 
county was destroyed. 
The" state 


authorities have also had reports of I 
damages to 
potato fields, flower 


gardens, orchards, etc. 


All of the replaced wood is .being 


treated with a chemical preparation 
designed to kill the ants. 
Other 


precautions are also being taken. A 
dog house in an adjacent lot was 
found to be so infested that it was 
removed and burned. 
So far as 


known the pest is confined to the 
one locality. 
Mr. Huston believes 


that the infestation of his house was 
brought about by his cutting up and 
placing in the basement an old and 
decayed maple tree.

GOLD PAYED TRACK 


Slag Ballast Is a Common Material 


That Has Long Been Used by 


the Railroads of the 


West. 


A few days ago thp press associa- 


tions carried an Item from Chicago 
Haying 
that 
the 
Burlington 
had 


bought a mountain of slag from the 
smelters at Denver and that it would 
be used to ballast thp road for two 
hundred miles east of that city; that 
the trains would run over a loadbed 
•f gold, as the'slag assays about J2 
per ton in gold. The matter was re 
garded by the news writers as of 
some importance. 


Now come the railway men to take 


the thrill out of the story. The road- 
bed east of Denver has been bal- 
lasted for years with the material 
reefrred to, and no more has been 
purchased this year from the smelt- 
ers than usual. It is good ballast 
lor some parts of the railroad, being 
especially good for the eastern Colo- 
rado country. It may assay ?2 a ton 
gold and It may not, the rail men 
know not and care not. 
Slag has 


been used for ballast on various 
parts of the systems. 
That part of 


the Kansas City line out of Lincoln 
from Lancaster south for several 
miles was ballasted with slag nearly 
twenty years ago. It was not new 
or unusual then. 


The Burlington uses many mate- 


rials for ballast, using that easiest 
to get where it will work best. Some 
roadmasters would rather have good 
cinders than anything else. Broken 
rock is used where it is plentiful. 
Gravel is used in some places and 
because of the ease in getting it out 
Is often hauled long distances. 
The 


company burns clay for ballast and 
miles of the road is covered with 
burnt clay. 


"This story about a roadway paved 


with gold doesn't mean anything," 
says a railroad man. "Slag is a very 
common ballast material."

THE HANIER MYSTERY. 


When Louis Hanier. proprietor of 


a cafe in New York, was found dead 
in the vestibule of his home, with a 
.38 caliber revolver bullet thru his 
heart and his wallet missing, Thomas 
Byrnes, • Superintendent of Police in 
New York, felt certain that the mur- 


der had been the work of a profes- 
sional criminal. 
Accordingly, Bynes 


gave orders that all the pawn shops 
in the city be closely watched and 
that reports be made to him at once 
of the pawning of .38 caliber revol- 
vers. 


"A professional," Bynes declared, 


"would be likely to sell or pawn the 
gun with which a crime is committed 
while an amateur would merely at- 
tempt to hide it." 


Of the dozen or more .38's pawned 


during the week which followed the 
Hanier 
shooting, all but one had 


been pledged by persons who very 
evidently had had no connection with 
the murder. 
The exception was 


Michael McGloin whom a pawn- 
broker identitied 
by means of his 


photographs in the Rogues' Gallery. 
But, while the police had little diffi- 
culty in locating McGloin, there was 
not a shred of evidence to connect 
him with the Hanier case beyond the 
fact that he had been away from 
home on the 
night 
the crime oc- 


curred in the company of four men 
friends. 


Working with the utmost quiet- 


ness, Bynes rounded up the five men 
one at a time without 
permitting 


any of them to know that the others 
had been arrested. Each 
of them 


was lodged in a cell by himself, but 
not one of them would admit any- 
thing that had the slightest bearing 
upon the murder. 


"It's no use, Inspector," reported 


one of the policemen who had been 
working on the case, about a week 
later. "It- looks like a certainty that 
McGloin did it But you'll never con- 
vict him without a confession and 
none of the others will squeal. We've 
tried everything, including the Third 
Degree." 


"Then I guess we'll have to try 


something new," said Byrnes. "We've 
got to get that confession." 


And get it he did—by a method 


which was, at a time, entirely new 
and which did not entail the slight- 
est physical 
punishment 
or even 


threat of punishment. 


How did he do it? 
The answer will appear tomorrow.

OMAHA. Sept. 6.—Huge sheafs of 


leKal documents, containing the wails 
of Omaha bootleggers and distillers 
who suffered under the 
wrath of 


Judge John V. (Ten-Year) McGee. 
are descending In a steady stream 
on President Coolidge. according to 
information received in Omaha. 


Five liquor law 
\iolators, 
now 


serving time in Leaven worth prison 
under sentences imposed by McGee, 
lia\e alreadj appealed to President 
Coolidge for executive clemency, it 
is learned. 


Ten others now at Leavenworth 


are busy preparing pleas which will 
he forwarded to the president soon, 
it was said. 


The sentences imposed by McGee, 


which threw terror into the hearts 
of Omaha liquor manufacturers and 
salesmen, ranged from a year and 
a day to four years and a $20,000 
fine. 


Three of the appeals sent to the 


president were from men given the 
maximum sentence of four years in 
prison and 120,000 fines. 
These are 


Filadelfo Capello, Tony Michlotte, 
and Joe Machese. The other two ap- 
peals were from Sarafino Galli, and 
Sam De George, sentenced to two 
years in prison and $10,000 fines. 


In addition, Rose Ballono, sen- 


tenced to a year and a day in prison 
on her plea of guilty, has sent an 
appeal to the president declaring 
that she did not understand the 
judge's questions, and that she de- 
sired to plead not guilty. She asks 
that she be given a new trial by 
jury.

1 do this gladly because I can think o£ no 
oy equal to that of coaxing a smile to the face 
of a mother.

Unfortunately, many babies suffer from defects of one kind and 


another. Some of these, are due to the lack of nourishment and of 
;he many chemical elements essen-' 
:ial to perfect development. 


Others are caused by too rapid 


development; or they may be the 
effects of some bad practice. 
For 
instanc , the child may be taught to 
walk too soon. The tiny bones have 
not grown strong enough to carry 
the weight of the baby. 
Bow-legs and knock-knees are two 


conditions about which I receive 
many letters. 
A perfectly healthy child is not 


ikely to have anything but straight 
legs, but rickets is a condition much 
nore common than is suspected. 
This is particularly true If the feed- 
ing is not properly conducted. It 
may be responsible for such soften- 
ng of the bones as permits them 
to take ugly shapes. 
Dear Mother, do not yield to the 
whim of your child. He must be 
taught to eat the right things. You 
are unkind to him if you give way 
to his appeals for things that will 
not supply the growing elements and 
which, if given, will destroy his ap- 
petite for the more substantial and 
nourishing foods. 
Bow-legs sometimes result from 
placing on the child diapers that are 
too thick. 
If this is done after 
walking begins the thighs are forced 
apart, and gradually the legs become 
bowed and perhaps markedly de- 
formed. 
It Is unwise to hasten the •walking. 
Keep the child off its feet if there 's 
a tendency to knock-knees or bow- 
legs. The use of massage and gentle 
pressure several times a day will 
help to straighten the little legs. Al- 
most always a slight deformity dis- 
appears as the child matures. 


Of course, if the defect is marked 
you should talk with your doctor, 
and if he thinks it necessary, you 
should consult a specialist in these 
troubles.

to patriotism. 


President Coolidge has written 


Bryan that the citizens are not to be 
goose stepped, as the frantic paci- 
fists think they will be. but are re- 
quested to hold such patriotic de- 
monstrations in connection with the 
test as they may see fit. The day- 
was chosen because it Is the anni- 
versary of the taking of St Mihiel, 
the 
first 
considerable 
operation 


which the American army under- 
took in the world war. It did so 
with success, and the end of the war 
was in sight, not because St Mihiel 
was a great blow, but because the 
Germans began to realize that the 
millions of Americans, h a s t i l y 
raised, regimented, 
and equipped, 


were not as .negligible as they had 
been rated, and there were millions 
of them. 


The United States did not have 


this army until after the American 
government declared war. The dem- 
ocratic party controlled the govern- 
ment. W. J. Bryan had been secre- 
tary of state. LaFollette was in the 
senate- The ideas which Davis and 
Charles Bryan now voice in oppo- 
sition to the defence test prevailed 
at the moment of war. They did not 
prevent war. The lack of an army 
did not prevent it. 
Mr. Wilson, 


W. J. Bryan, and LaFollette did not 
prevent it. 


What the men did at St. Mihiel 


was done at the command of the 
American government, then com- 
posed as Davis and the Bryans 
would compose it again. We think 
there was self-sacrifice in it

Oil Electric Locomotives. 


New York Post: Progress in the 


electrification ol the railways of the 
country has not been so rapid and 
widespread that the steam locomo- 
tive would seem to be doomed to 
immediate extinction. This, at least, 
has been the opinion even of those 
engineers who look to electrification 
as the ultimate solution of the motor 
problem in transportation. 


A radical change in locomotive de- 


sign, however, and even the develop- 
ment ol methods which will ma- 
terially alter the judgments of the 
experts concerning the economy and 
efficiency of great central power sta- 
tions, are forecast in some recent 
experiments with "oil electric loco- 
motives" carried 
on by the New 


Y'ork Central railroad in cooperation 
with the General Electric and the 
Ingersoll-Rand companies. 


These engines, which are a modi- 


fication for use on the rail of the 
principle already successfully ap- 
plied in marine propelling machin- 
ery, have shown results so remark- 
able that they foreshadow a revolu- 
tion in electrical 
and railway en- 


gineering. A sixty-ton locomotive of 
this type, burning crude oil costing 
5 1-2 cents a gallon, has, under prac- 
tical tests on the New York Cen- 
tral, shown a flexibility of control 
and freedom from smoke and noise 
and at a cost of one-seventh that of 
a steam locomotive that has amazed 
all who have watched its operation.

MEN AND THINGS 


We do not appear to be able to get rid of 


the political boss by any device. A boss Is 
somebody who tells us what to do, and the 
measure of his success is determined by the 
number of us who do what he says. TVe dis- 
like very much to investigate for ourselves as 
to the character and capability, as well as the 
entanglements, of the various candidates, and 
we look about for assistance 
In big cities, 


where it pays richly to be a political boss, the 
voters look to him Out here, in recent years, 
there has been developed the plan of having 
representatives of the various farm and labor 
organizations meet, a few months before elec- 
tions, and perform this picking and choosing 
for aa. As these representatives are men with 
all the tendency toward personal hates and dis- 
likes and the same susceptibility to passion 
and prejudice and to the temptation to selfish 
use of power as most of us, this new bossism 
doesn't appeal as a permanent solution. 


One need not travel widely to discover that 


Nebraska is lagging behind other states in the 
.matter of road development. The fact that the 
physical contour makes for cheaper costs here 
than elsewhere has not given any impetus to 
the permanent construction plan BO widely fol- 
lowed in other states. 
Pennsylvania is all 


bills, mountains and valleys. Its dirt roads, 
being open to washing from the frequent rams 
that in time exposed all the rocks beneath the 
surface, were the worst in the country for 
'years. When the auto came into such general 
use, the state started in to build permanent 
toads everywhere, and in a few years every 
citizen will be able to drive swiftly and easily 
to anywhere within its borders—and that is 
going some when one recalls the awful roads 
of the days agone. 


Over three millions a year interest is being 


paid by Pennsylvanians 
on the bonds they 


have Issued to build permanent roads. Here 
In Nebraska -we are building our highways out 
of taxes, paying for them as we go. The 
Pennsylvanian defends his policy something 
like this: Good roads are both a necessity and 
a luxury- They are like pianos and victrolas 
and fine rugs and fine furniture; everybody 
can make good u&e of them even tho they get 
along -without them. We buy furnishings and 
musical instruments because they add to our 
enjoyment of life. We build permanent roads 
because th|y make possible a wide use of our 
^automobiles and thus add to the joys of ex- 
istence. We buy our personal property out of 
our savings or on the installment plan. There 
is no way to save tax money foi future use, 
so we must buy our roads on the so much a 
year basis. The same argument that bids us 
buy for our enjoyment what we do not actually 
need justifies the bond issue for permanent 
roads. 


Democracy has such a popular appeal that 


it is little wonder it has spread to the utter- 
most ends of the earth. All of us desire to do 
as we please, and only a minority, it would ap- 
pear, wish to do this within reasonable bounds. 
It is a lot better than autocracy and the other 
forms of government that have preceded it, but 
it must be admitted that it is developing so 
many serious faults that something will soon 
have to be done about it Our favorite method 
IB to abolish the politicians and make office- 
holding open only to those trained in the spe- 
cial duties required of the occupant. We are 
not making much progress—and will not—so 
long a§ the people elect the man who is the 
most eloquent or the greatest promiser and 
so long as they believe in promises that com- 
mon sense points out are impossible of per- 
formance.

Under way; on every thru road patches are 
being gravelled. 
Tourists are complaining 


about the great amount of mileage being 
gravelled and the slow time necessary on 
stretches of newly coated roadway. They are 
being reminded that where they travel slow 
this year they can make good time next year 
regardless of weather, but that doesn't remove 
the discomfort of the present. One Nebraskan 
•who has just returned from the hard surfaced 
roads of Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, says they 
are too narrow and that only people with steel 
nerves should drive on them .because of the 
great amount of travel and the high speed of 
drivers who seem to be afraid somebody be- 
hind wfll run ovpr them. He warns Nebraska 
that narrow roads bring trouble of a serious 
iort
